Plan 
Was Agreed On To 
Raise Revenue. 


VARIOUS MEANS 
WERE DISCUSSED 


Fears Endless Debate If 
Action Was Taken On 
Resolution. 


By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 14. 
—Governor Hyde 
in a 
statem ent 
made at 11:05 o’clock today declar­ 
ed that he would not call a special 
session of the legislature to pass a 
measure to provide more money to 
speed up and complete 
the 
Mis 
souri road system. 
The governor said that inasmuch 
as the road committees of the house 
of representatives and the state sen­ 
ate at a meeting here yesterday 
did not draft a bill embodying a 
definite road program which they 
would recommend to the legislature 
that he could not call a special 
session until they did so. 
Governor Hyde explained why he 
would not call the extraordinary ses­ 
sion and said as follows: 
“I desire to do all that I reasonably 
can to meet the demand to speed up 
the road program. 
It was for this 
reason that I called the meeting of 
the road committees of the house and 
senate to meet at Jefferson City. In 
my call I stated: 
“ ‘I believe most Missourians take 
pride in the record of the highway 
commission and desire to speed up 
the work of 
completing 
Missouri’s 
highways as much as possible. W ith 
this I am in hearty accord. I am not 
a partisan of any special plan. 
It 
would be intolerable, 
however and 
detrimental 
to the road program if 
the legislature should divide its votes 
between a multiplicity of plans and 
fail to agree on any.’ 
“I expect, indeed, I had a right to 
expect these committees to formu­ 
late some definite plan whereby the 
building of highways could be speed­ 
ed up. 
The men called to the meet­ 
ing constitute the regular highway 
committees of the legislature. 
They 
have studied the highway program. 
They are familiar with the problems. 
They are representative of the mem­ 
bership of the legislature, it is their 
duty to recommend specific and defi­ 
nite laws to the legislature. 
I pre­ 
sumed they would act for the best in­ 
terest of the state without regard to 
party lines. 
“A session of the legislature costs 
about $3,000 a day. 
At the expense 
of a few postage stamps these com­ 
mittees could draft a bill or bills em­ 
bodying 
their 
recommendations. 
They are the same identical men w ho 
have this saipe duty to perform if the 
legislature 
were 
in session. 
They 
are not uninformed. 
It is not credit­ 
able they would shink from recom 
mending, 
even * urging 
their 
own 
views upon this 
great 
question to 
their fellows. 
“Nevertheless 
they 
could not, or 
w'ould agree upon anything definite. 
They passed a resolution which does 
not recommend any course of action 
or any 
program. 
Their 
resolution 
‘suggests’ only that, If a special ses­ 
sion is called, they will meet and 
consider 
the 
advisability’ of enact­ 
ing: 
“ (a) An inspection fee of 2 cents a 
gallon on gasoline. 
“ (b) An 
amendm ent 
increasing 
license fees a reasonable amount. 
“ (c) An 
amendm ent 
authorizing 
more bonds. 
“ (d) A new law' to raise sufficient 
revenue ($15,000,000 annually would 
be required) by a cash plan, to build 
roads without bonds. 
“This resolution embodies all the 
divergent views on the road problem 
which could exist, and if a session 
were called upon basis of that reso­ 
lution, it would open a vista of end­ 
less debate at $3,000 a day with no 
reasonable certainty of constructive 
legislation.

BERLIN, Nov. 14.—Political lead­ 
ers w'ere discussing today the ap­ 
parent decision of the central gov­ 
ernment to withdraw all federal sup­ 
port from the Ruhr and Rhineland 
provinces, leaving those territories 
to their own devices or to the plea­ 
sure of France and Belgium. 
Impression grew that the cabinet 
ministers, 
state 
premiers 
and 
spokesmen of the occupied region. 
their secret conference here yes­ 
terday had concluded upon the aban- 
doment of federal jurisdiction over 
these areas as a means of saving 
the rest of the country. 
The fact 
that further support of the Ruhr and 
Rhineland populations 
would 
con­ 
stitute an unbearable burden on the 
reich is believed to have influenced 
Germany’s leaders In 
deciding 
to 
leave on the shoulders of France 
and Belgium all responsibility for 
the fate of the German people in oc­ 
cupied territory. 
Apparently authentic reports w’ere 
in circulation yesterday that the gov­ 
ernment was to proclaim an auto­ 
nomous Rhineland, and considerable 
surprise was manifest 
last 
night 
when officials 
statement 
declared 
the government would “never sanc­ 
tion the proclamation of a Rhine­ 
land Republic.” 
It was in this statement, Issued at 
the conclusion of the secret confer­ 
ence, that the government explained 
anew' the seriousness of the unem­ 
ployment problem and of the gen­ 
eral social and industrial conditions 
in the Ruhr and Rhineland giving 
the impression that the reich could 
no longer consider itself responsible, 
for th© occupied provinces. 
This 
was strengthened when it was learn­ 
ed in official quarters that the gov 
ernment considered such a revision 
of its policy to be the only possible 
course at its disposal.

long as they have the bridegroom 
with them they cannot fast. 
But a 
time will come w'hen the bridegroom 
will be taken from them, and when 
that day comes, they will fast.

cloth on an old coat ;or if he does, 
the patch tears away, the nev.' from 
the old, and makes the hole worse 
than ever. 
And no one pours new 
wine into old wine-skins; or lf he 
does, the wine bursts the skins, and 
the wine is lost, and the skins too. 
New wine has to be put into fresh 
skins.” 
He happened to be passing through 
the wheat fields on the Sabbath, and 
hi3 disciples began to pick the heads 
of what as they made way through. 
And the Pharisees said to him, 
“Look! Why are they doing what 
it is against the law to do on the 
Sabbath?” 
He said to them, 
“Did you ever read what David did, 
when he was in need and hungry, he 
and his men? How is it that he went 
into the house of God w'hen Abiathar 
was high priest, and ate the Presen 
tation Loaves, which it is against 
the law for anyone but the priests 
to eat, and gave some to his com­ 
panions too?”

crushed by the crowd. For he cured 
so many people that all who had any 
ailments pressed up to him to touch 
him.

even to have their meals.

tives heard of it and came over to 
stop him, for they said that he was 
out of his mind. 
And the scribes 
who had come from Jerusalem said 
that he was possessed by Beelzebub 
and drove out demons by the help of 
the prince of demons. 
So he called 
them to him and spoke to them in 
figures, saying, 
“How can Satan drive Satan out? 
If a kingdom Is disunited, that king­ 
dom cannot last. And if a household 
is disunited, that household cannot 
ast.

DUBUQUE, la., Nov. 14.—Increas­ 
ed cost of transportation 
is 
the 
cause for the present comparatively 
high railroad rates. Samuel M. Fel­ 
ton, president of the Chicago and 
Great Western Railroad and chair­ 
man of the Western Railways* com- 
mitee on public relations, said in 
an address here today. 
“Few persons realize how great 
has been the increase in cost of 
equipment,** Mr. Felton said, point­ 
ing out that a locomotive, 50 freigh 
cars and caboose which in 1913 cost 
about $74,000 now cost around $175,- 
000. He said that a passenger train 
of eight cars, which in 1913 cost 
$192,000 now costs $342,000. 
“How* can some persons deand 
that railway rates be reduced to a 
pre-war basis when their operating 
expenses and taxes are still $5,800.- 
000 a day more than when govern­ 
ment operation was begun in the 
midst of the war,’* he asked.

described, it is still contended that 
rates must be reduced to give re­ 
lief to grain farmers.
